Tho Fact and the Reason, . 


The woolen mills of , Connecticut, 


which have been idle for some weeks, 
have resumed worlcT The Cleveland 
Cliffs Iron company has raised the 
wages of its employes in the iron mines 
from 10 to 25 per cent, being the first 
voluntary increase of the season for 
the ore workers and is in response to 
the improved condition of the ore 
market. The Tennessee Coal and Iron 
ompany has advanced the wages of 
its workmen 10 per cent., thus -increas- 
ing tho wages of some 1,500 men. , The 
Collins woolen mills near Lowell, and 
the 
FHtchburg Worsted 
company's 


mills have advanced the 
wages of 


their operatives, affecting about 1,000 
employes. The nailers and plate mill 
men at Ellis & Lessim's Steel works 
Pottstown, in this state have had their 
wages increased 20 per cent to take 
effect August 1st. - These brief an- 
nouncements for the last day or two 
show that the tide of prosperity and 
advancing wages still continues. It is 
becoming impracticable to keep tally 
of the advances in wages. 


The New York IJerald in a recent 


editorial groups together some inter- 
sting facts illustrating "the phen- 
omenal improvement since last year in 
the industries'Of the country," the im- 
provement in wages, the starting up 
auew of long idle mills and factories, 
the enlargement of old establishments 
and the construction of new 
ones. 


Some 
of these 
illustrations 
are 


very striking. 
Thus the "Wool and 


Cotton Reporter" a week ago made the 
following statement. 


It will be noted that the number of 


new woolen mills has increased from 17 
ast year to SS this year, an increase of 
over 100 per cent, while the number of 
iotton mills has increased from 43 last 
year to 73 this year. The number of 
quitting mills has increased over last 
year nearly 100 per cent 


It will also be seen that the list of 


enlargements and improvements is an 
imposing one. 


Since last spring the Herald estimates 


that the wages of 350,000 operatives in 
American mills and factories have been 
materially raised, the increase in the 
cases specified averaging 10 per cent 
Bradstreet puts the number of work- 
men who have had their wages raised 
at over 1,000,000 in all departments of 
industry. 


The explanation of the Kepublican 


papers, taking the Pittsburg Gazette as 
a sample, is that so much of the McKin- 
ley tariff was retained or restored in 
the final revision of the Wilson bill in 
the senate that the calamities which 
they propesied have been postponed.

cited is an increase of from 5 to 20 per 
cent-, in the woolen and worsted mills 
of the country 
The Democrats of the 


house voted for free wool, as they vot- 
ed for free iron ore and free coal. 
The 


loudest howl raised by the Republican 
protectionists agaiust the Wilson bill 
was that it put wool upon the free list, 
which would ruin net only the woolen 
manufacturers but the wool growers. 
What has been the result? Free wool 
has givon an immense and needed im- 
petus to American woulen manufactures 
aud the growth and increase, of woolen 
manufacturing has created a larger 
and better market for domestic wools, 
and today neither woolen manufactur- 
er nor wool producer would have the 
McKinley tariff back again at any 
price.

The fire did not 
confine itself to the one building, but 
ran rapidly rearward and attackedthe 
milding on Front, street, between the 
tforris establishment, at Front and 
rValnut, and the bridge approach. 


In a very short space of time after 


-.ie first alarm came the ten-blow, a 
otal of thirteen engines responding. 
The.alarm came from Box 13, and the 
resulting fatalities gave a text for g-os- 


In thte Water street building the 


jombustion seemed perfect. The roof 
burned off and scarcely any smoke 
arose, great forked flames demonstrat- 
nq1 that the fire was feeding upon the 
most inflammable of material. 


Walls began to fall before 2:30 


o'clock. Apiece dropped out of the 
,op of the front of the Water street 
ruildinp-. A quarter of an hour later 
down came a great four-story sec- 
aon, reaching clear across the street, 
and covering with debris the space 
lastily vacated by three details of fire- 
men. 


Bricks flew a hundred feet and did 


iome damage. Spectators were cut 
and bruised and many were trampled 
under foot when the wild rush for safe- 
;y came. 


Wall after wall fell, the one that 


brought death with it not being, the 
ast 
The buildings are practically de- 


stroyed. 


Yet, despite the danger, the firemen 


did not hesitate, but pushed into 'the 
very heart of the fire. They climbed 
on ladders and fought when enveloped 
n smoke and blistered 'by fire, they 
stood on roofs with fiery furnaces on 
Doth sides and the rays of the snn beat- 
ng down on their heads, they stood in 
narrow streets, beneath rotten, totter- 
ng walls, and not one of them fal- 
tered. 


The pain-racked, cruelly -wounded 


Bodies of those who tossed in agony 
;hrough the hot night and the mutilat- 
ed corpses of two brave fellows testify 
mutely, but with greater emphasis 
;han any pen can write, the devotion 
.o duty and the inherent bravery of 
the Queen City firemen. 


These men met death and injury by 


plunging into a bnilding that was no- 
toriously unsafe, forgetful -of all but 
tbe work before them, unmindful of 
ihe danger that many saw, only to be 
crushed down by-a wall that was sway- 
ing and tottering before they were 
near it 
It is a question whether the 


saving of property demanded such a 
sacrifice.
